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Claims :-

2. A method according to claim 1 wherein the process model is part 
of a set of general pi^pose graphical business models. 

3. A method according to claim 2 wherein the process models are 
accessible via a web^ browser. 


4. A method according to claim 1 wherein the one or more elements 
of the process /model are provided in a tool which uniquely 
identifies each element and maps each element to one or more 
software components. 

5. A method according to claim 1 wherein the one or more software 
components y£re in the form of arbitrary alternative web pages 
and/or webybased resources.

^6. A method according to claim 1 wherein the software 
components are accessed by the user selection of one or more 
of the process model elements displayed on a display screen. 

7. A method accoming to claim^whereirTthe process model is 
illustrated on a/ai§,pky screen and the elements can be selected 
by any conVemional PC based user control system.
